Washington, July 10.— Aided by a 

westerly wind that sometimes reach- 
ed velocity of nearly 40 miles an 
hour, the British dirigible R-84 to- 
night was well oat over the Atlantic 
on the retom trip to East Fortune, 
Scotland, after a stay of 86 hoars in 
America. 

The last message from the airship 
received here late today by the navy 
department, gave her position at that 
time as 650 miles due east of Bar 
Harbor, Maine, and more than 1,000 1 
miles from Mineola, Long Island, 
from which she started Jast night. 

The dirigible, according to wire- 
less reports received here by the na- 
vy department throughout the day, 
average more than 60 miles an hour 
for the 15 hours hours of the return 
flight and at times th?^ big airship's 
speed reached between 75 and 80 
miles an iiour. The dirigible thus was 
making better time than at any pe- 
riod of the fight to this side of the 
Atlantic and if the weather condi- 
tions remain favorable, naval officers 
here believe Maj. G. H. Scott, com- 
mander, and members of the R-3-l's 
crew will see British shores early 
Saturday.

Washington, /nly 11. — The peace 

treaty with its League of Nations 
covenant was laid before the Senate 
by President Wilson in an address 
aceoohting to the counter for his 
part of the negotiations at Versailles. 

The League, declared the Presi- 
dent, was bom of the conviction of 
practical statesmen that an intema- 
tion concert had become a necesai^ 
to end the old order and guarantee 
civilization. He asserted that in such 
a concert the world looked confident- 
ly to America for leadership and add- 
ed that while the treaty might not be 
exactly aa the American delegation 
would have written it, no vital prin- 
ciple had been sacrificed by the nec» 
essary compromises. 

The Senate, already divided in a 
bitter fight over the League proposal, 
received the Presidint with cheers 
and listened to his words in a grave 
silence. When he concluded there 
was another burst of cheering until 
he had pasaed oat of the chamber and 
had gone to his capitol office where 
he talkdd for an hour with Senators 
who wished to ask about specific fea- 
tures of the treaty or of the negotia-^ 
tions. In these conferences the Pres> 
ident discussed freely subjects as the 
disposition of S^ntung, the German 
indemnities and Irish freedom. 

In his address, however, there was 
no direct reference to many of the 
questions around which senate de- 
bate has centered, the president de- 
claring he could not construe detaib 
of the treaty fn a short address. He 
did not mention directly the Monroe 
Doctrine, Shantung or tin- obliga- 
tions assumed under article ten of 
the League eoTenant, nor did he al- 
lude to the proposal to write reser- 
vations into the ratification. He as- 
serted a hope that he would be given 
opportunity to discuss details later, 
either with the whole senate or the 
foreign relations committee. 

"My services and all the inforros- 
tion I possess," said .Mr. Wilson, "will 
be at your disposal and at the dis- 
posal of your committee on foreign 
relations at any time, either informal 
ly or in session, as you prefer, and I 
hope th.'it you will not hesitate to 
make use of them." 

American Uolation Ended. 

American isolation, the President 
asserted, \v.':s ended twenty years 
ago when the war with Spain put the 
nation in partial control of Cuba and 
the Philippines."
